Aaron W. Fagin; after a long and tedious 
illness, died at 1:15 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing at his residence, 398% North Eleventh 
street.

Mr. Fagin was one of the most widely 
known men in St. Louis, having been prom- 
inently identified with the business growth 


and prosperity/of the city for more than halt

stand the ravages of the disease, which was 
of a catarrhal nature. For the last three 
years he has been an invalid. 

About ten days ago contracted a severe 
cold, and despite the most careful treat- 
ment, he grew steadily worse. Since Mon- 
day his condition had been considered hope- 
less, and his death was hourly expected. 
When he died Saturday morning his daugh- 
ters, Mrs. R. L. Metcalf and Mrs. N. J. 
Clark, were at his bedside. 


— 

Aaron W. Fagin was born March 11. 1812, 
in Clermont County, Ohio. He came of a 
stock of mingled French and Irish blood, 
his ancestors having emigrated to America 
toward the close of the last century. Mr. 
Fagin’s father was a farmer, and his boy- 
hood life, spent on the farm, was unevent- 
ful. Much hard work fell to his lot and in 
the winter months he received his education 
in the country schools. 

In December, 1830, he was married to Miss 
Sarah Bradbury of Clermont County, Ohio. 
In a year Mr. Fagin realized that the life of 
a . — 7 not suited to a man e his 
enterprisin 7 Te tdeas...die. re- 
moved in 1851 0 Now Richmond, O., where 
he engaged in business, and conducted a 
prosperous village store. He did not con- 
fine himself to his immediate vicinity, and 
his operations frequently extended the 
length of the Ohio River, from Pittsburg to 
New Orlea In ten years he had accumu- 
laded sufficient to retire on. 

But he could not lead a retired life, and 
in casting about for a new location, he 
realized the advantages offered by St. Louis. 
He deterrained to locate here and in 1842 he 
embarked in the commission business at the 
corner of Olive street and the Levee. He 
prospered beyond his expectations, and in 
1849 he, in connection with capitalists from 
Cincinnati, founded a company and built 
the famous Seventh street flour mill At 
the end of two years Mr. Fagin acquired full 
ownership and control. 

Here he struck the enterprise of. his life 
and to it he devoted his entire time and 
care. From a small concern with a 200-barrel 
capacity, he watched it grow into a mag- 
nificent establishment, with a capacity of 
1,000 barrels per day. The product of this 
mill became known all over the world and 
the success of the business was phenomenal. 

The financial panic of 1857 had no serious 
effect on Mr. Fagin’s business, He saw it 
coming and was prepared for it. While 
other firms, t favored: with the unlimited 
credit enjoy by him, were forced to fail 
his business prospered as never before. 


When the war broke out Mr. Fagin es- 
poused the ca) of the Union. He took 
no active part in the dissensions which 
separated the Northern and Southern mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Exchange, and the 
reconciliation of the two bodies was largely 
due to his well directed efforts. 

He was the first miller to sell to the Gove 
ernment a lot of 1,000 barrels of flour, Dur- 
ing the war the Government was one of his 
largest customers, and the trade added 
greatly to his already large fortune. 

, On the night of Sept. 14, 1864, the mill was 
burned. The plant represented a value of 
fully $600,000, upon which there was no in- 
surance.. He concluded not to rebuild, and 
his career as a miller ended with the de- 
struction of the mill. 

Afterward he became interested in grain 
elevators, but the business was unprofitable 
and he retired. He later engaged in e 

rovision business in the firm of Fagin, 

Queen & Co. He continued in thig for 
five years with success, and then retired to 
private life, * 

In 1872 he concluded to spend some time 
in travel. He did not make a hurried tour, 
but spent flye vears in visiting all the 
points of interest in the eastern and west- 
ern hemispheres. aS ‘ 

Before making his trip-around the world 
Mr, Fagin conceived the idea that he would 
erect a building which would arrest the 
gaze of a stranger and fill the citizen with 
pride at its contemplation. He wanted 
something original and striking. He spared

Laid Before the House Cemmittee by 
Messrs. Samuel and Gol.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—W. M. Samuel 
of St. Louis appeared before the River and 
Harbor Committee this morning in sup- 
Yport of the Mason and Samuel project for 


deepening the channel of the Mississippi 
River from St. Louis to Vicksburg. 

An amendment has been added to the 
Cobb bill to increase the channel to 200 feet 
in width between St. Louis and Cairo and 
to 250 feet between Cairo and Vicksburg. 
The plan of word is to deepen the channel 
to a depth of six and seven feet by means 
of dredges and portable jetties. 

Mr. Samuel stated that the company he 
represented is prepared to do this work 
for one year’ without consideration, the 
Government to pay $1,000,000 after the pro- 
ject has been successfully operated for one

Mr. Samuel offers to do the work all along 
the line at the same time and to use a 
fleet of twelve dredge-boats and sixty port- 
able jetties to accomplish it. He proposes 
to have a good channel in time for the 
approaching river season.

To the Editor of The Post-Dispatch. 

I am a Republican, and had the honor of 
being the er of the first anti- 
slavery meeting ever held in a slave State.

Story That the Cuban Leader 
14 Very Bick. 


Special to Tha Post-Dispateh. 


Headquarters of Gen. Gomez, near San Jose 
de Las Vegas, Province of Havana, Cuba, 
Feb. 7.—Several Havana papers have 

reached here containing articles declaring 

that Gen. Gomez is a very sick man; that, 
in fact, he has only two months to live, as 

„his physicians admit he is dying of con- 

sumption.” These statements are wholly 


untrue. * 
I saw the General this morning r 
easily a vicious horse, riding at the h 
of his cavalry out of San Jose de Las V ’ 
the incarnation of vigérous old age. His 
ability to stand fatigue is marvelous. I yviv- 
idly remember one march that occupied for- 
ty-two hours out of forty-eight. While we 
oungsters painfully swung our cramped 
imbs out of the saddle Gomez remained 
mounted for an hour after the march, post- 
ing his. guards, in person. Then he wrote 
some letters. 
Gen. Gomez is now 72 years old, although 
if you ask him he would say 52, and he 
hardly looks that. His eye is clear and 
quick. He sits on his horse erectly and it 
is only when he walks that any mark of 
weaknéss can be seen. Then he P limps 
slightly from his last wound. This“ he re- 
ceived Jan. 14, at Agua Verde, near Ha- 
vana, a mauser ball passing through his 
right leg. The hurt, though slight, is heal- 
ing slowly on account of. his persistent re- 
fusal to quit the saddle, but it has not 
affected his general good health, which is 
exceptionally good. 
Two or three slight colds and a touch of 
fever are the only ailments he has had 
in four months. The fever attacked him 
about a month ago, just after the Cuban 
operations near Colon—the hardest work 
the insurgents have done during the war. 
Up to that time Gen. Gomez had refused to 
sleep under a roof, habitually occupying 
a Cuban“ campaign bed—a bunch of 
sugar cane and a blanket. 
When he had his touch of fever, Dr. San- 
chez-Agramonte, his Surgeon-General, in- 
sigted upon his accepting the offer of a 
house for his headquarters. Ever since then 
he has slept under shelter, usually occupy- 
ing his hammock, as he regards a bed as 
unmilitary. 
Gen. Gomez does not smoke. He gave up 
the habit after the last Cuban war because 
he could not afford to smoke. But he is a 
moderate user of liquor. Cognac is his 
favorite drink. Although he uses his flask 
freely during the day he can never be real- 
ly said to take a drink, for each time he 
merely wets his lips. 
Gen. Gomez ascribes his rugged health 
principally to the outdoor life that has 
formed his style of living,and says he knows 
he will live to see Cuba free. 


BLOWN UP WITd DYNAMITE, 


Wilsen Slew 320 Spaniards and 
Wounded as Many More. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—The following let- 
ter written by W. W. Wilson at Bayamo, 
Cuba, and mailed at Kingston, Jamaica, has 
reached the headquarters of fhe Cuban 


Junta: 
BAYAMO, Cuba, Jan. 28, 1896. 
“Senor T. Estrada Palma, President Cuban 
Junta, New York: 
My Dear Sir—Having an opportunity to 
send you a few lines, I write to inform 
you of our great success. We are now oc- 
cupying Bayamo, which we took from the 
enemy on January 16. We made the attack 
on the 9th, but finding that the enemy out- 
numbered us two to one, we withdrew and 
made preparations for the use ef dynamite 
in order to force our way in and not with 
the intention of slaughtering so many, There 
were 820 killed in the explosion and nearly 
as many wounded. 
“T have sent 300 men and a pack train un- 
der Lieut. Munson to accompany Sergt. An- 
derson to the south coast, when the latter 
will leave in a small boat with two natives 
for Port Antonio, Jamaica. There he will 
meet a steamer from New York, bringing 
1,000 rifles, 1,000,000 cartridges, 500 machetes 
and two or more small field pieces, togeth- 
er with a lot of revolvers and dynamite. 
These have all been supplied by private sub- 
scription. Immediately on receipt of this 
war material I will leave here for the west 
and co-operate with Generals Gomez and 
Maceo. I have received a large supply of 
arms from the enemy here. I will leave 
with about 1,800 or 2,000 men, all armed. 
„We have been received with open arms 
by all except the enemy, and we have forced 
ourselves on the latter in such a way that 
Hoping that you 
may never hear of our defeat, and that all 
strife will cons Soe with victory for Cuba, I 
t ours, 
amn Sa NOW. W. WILSON.”

Hon. David Littler, for the Chicago and 
Northwestern, replied briefly to Mr. Coombs, 
saying there was nothing in Mr. Coombs’ 
plea except that he wanted the United 
States Government to step in and help a 
lot of bankers who made a bad investment 
at Sioux City out of their dilemma. 

C. P. Huntington also appeared before the 
committee. He expresed the opinion that 
a consolidation of the Union Pacific as 
contemplated by Senator Thurston’s bill, 
would be injurious to the interests of the 
owners of both lines. He thought such a 
combination would result in the extension 
of other lines west from Ogden, and be- 
lieved it advisable in the interest of all 
that an equitable arrangement should be 
made whereby the Union Pacific should re- 
main an independent line.
